(No claim 1s made each report is absolutely authentic. It 1s impossible 
to Judge an eyewit integrity or critical ability from a small news 
clipping, printed several thousand miles away on an object. However, one 
“ean assume that most witnesses are ordinary people, not inclined to accept 
public criticism and disrespect for this usually sensational subject, or 
over endowed with imagination to call a bird, cloud, or airplane something 
it does not resemble. Those who play hoaxes, are too imacinative, or try 
to attract attention, can usually be spotted by reportera from their own 
actions, or local reputation. As a general rule, most newepaper reporta 
are of objects seen, and most of them were unfamiliar enough to the 
observers to brave criticam. Only newspaper revorte will be listed and 
erasers in the review, but eyewitness reporte will be welcomed for our 
files.

a OVERALL PATTFSNS AND CONCLUSIONS 2 
#2 QUALITY OF ACTIVITY PATTERN: The classifications below, of the tvpen of 


objects, are very epproximete, and Zoubtful aue to very hort period of 
observation of most reports. A sphere may appest toa flat atec when een 
at great distance; a saucer nay epyeam to ve a ctsar shaped object if seen 
only edgewise during sightine, or vice vera; a disc may avpear to be a aphere 
if seen 'fullfece! and roteting on a hazy dey. 

Other than sonethin= unknown and/or strangely maneuverinr was seen, the 
classifications are the best to be nade of the riven cobaitions. Daytime 
oojects" are “classified as well ac possible by shapes, end nicht objecte by 
color of light ~ since shape ts rarely given, and would be dubious due to 
unequal lighting of various parte of the object. Each report 1s given a 24% 
basis in totel of resorts, as more exact basin is not of creat use due to 
very approximate claseificatione mentioned above.
